This May’s election vote 
will be a triple-threat special 
in Kingston as two council¬ 
lors step down, triggering 
byelections. 

Liberal Democrats Vicki 
Harris and Stephen Brister 
will step down from Tolworth 
and Hook Rise and Grove 
wards, respectively. 

Mrs Harris, who was first 
elected to Kingston Council 
in 1994, said: “The time has 
come for me to go. We can get 
some new, young blood in. 

“I had stood for election 
four years before that, in the 
old Tolworth East ward, and 
lost by two votes. That gave 
me the impetus to think, ‘I 
want to do this again.’ 

“[I stood over] a planning 
issue, believe it or not. They 
wanted to build houses at the 
bottom of my garden. 

“We had just started neigh¬ 
bourhoods, so it was all a new 
way of doing things. Working 
so closely with residents was 
great. 

“Casework is so rewarding 


- for me that is what an awful 
lot of being a councillor has 
been about. I will miss that.” 

Mrs Harris, a scourge of 
tone-deaf property develop¬ 
ers and inattentive writers of 
council reports, counts 
among her favourite achieve¬ 
ments the creation of the 
Jubilee Way Playscape 


playground and Tolworth’s 
Greenway. 

She said: “It’s controver¬ 
sial, I know. The reason I’m 
so proud of it, is it has opened 
up Tolworth Broadway and 
made it a much nicer place to 
be. I’m really proud of 
[Playscape] because if offi¬ 
cers had had their way we 


would have just had a metal 
and plastic playground. 
We’ve got a lovely, natural 
looking playground now.” 

Mr Brister, former deputy 
leader of the Liberal Demo¬ 
crat group, said work com¬ 
mitments meant he could no 
longer fulfil his responsibili¬ 
ties on the council. 

He said he was attracted to 
politics by his party’s work 
on recycling and green is¬ 
sues, and that “it was natural 
for me to want to keep it that 
way”. 

During his time on the 
council’s licensing sub-com¬ 
mittee Mr Brister oversaw 
cases such as the controver¬ 
sial Essence nightclub hear¬ 
ing, which was closed down 
after a marathon 11-hour 
hearing last year. 

First elected to Norbiton 
ward in 2010, Mr Brister said 
he was particularly pleased 
to be able to help people dis¬ 
placed by the 2011 Madingley 
fire. 

Recently Mr Brister has 
come under fire for low atten¬ 
dance of council meetings, 
which he attributed to his 
increasing workload away 
from politics.

Labour’s Lee Godfrey 
launched his campaign for 
Parliament last month with a 
visit from London mayoral 
candidate David Lammy and 
a show featuring comedian 
Shappi Khorsandi.

Cable brands protest ‘damp squib’ at college visit 


The launch of Kingston Col¬ 
lege’s £10m creative indus¬ 
tries centre was interrupted 
by protesters but Twicken¬ 
ham MP Vince Cable, who 
opened the facility, said the 
demonstration was “a bit of a 
damp squib”. 

The opening of the new 
centre, which will house 
the college’s creative pro¬ 
grammes including media 
and fashion courses, was at¬ 
tended by representatives 
from the creative industries, 
college student delegates and 
staff last Friday. 

Business Secretary Dr 


Cable said he was told before¬ 
hand there would be a large- 
scale demonstration about 
the cost of tuition fees and 
education cuts, but there 
were far fewer protesters 
than he expected. 

He said: “We were promised 
a big demonstration of 200 
people but only about 15 
turned up. It was not a big 
event. 

“I think the demonstration 
was a bit of a damp squib. 

“They [the protesters] were 
very well behaved and 100 
people came and went. 

“The opening was a big 


success but the demonstra¬ 
tion was not.” 

Richard Donnelly, who at¬ 
tended the demonstration 
and is part of the Kingston 
Student Assembly, said about 
30 people turned up to 
protest, including students 
from Kingston and Roehamp- 
ton universities. 

He said: “There have been 
large-scale cuts to courses 
and staff at Kingston Univer¬ 
sity and across the country. 

“We think he [Dr Cable] has 
been part of that as he is part 
of the coalition and sat 
around the table while the 


cabinet approved these cuts.” 

College union leader 
Ant Yates, who helped organ¬ 
ise the demonstration, criti¬ 
cised Dr Cable’s visit to the 
college. 

He said: “Cable has to know 
that he should not use the 
college to launch his election 
campaign after the damage 
he has done to our education 
system. We feel used.” 

The new creative industries 
centre, based on the site of 
the college’s Richmond Road 
facility, houses a workshop, 
television studio and a music 
suite.

Kingston Hospital has been 
forced to run at a financial 
deficit due to “extreme pres¬ 
sure” from coalition budget 
cuts, its chief executive has 
said. 

Kate Grimes said the hospi¬ 
tal must cut £15m of costs be¬ 
tween this April and March 
2016 after it assumes respon¬ 
sibility for services previous¬ 
ly paid for by Government, 
and invests in others. 

Ms Grimes said: “Our staff 
have worked extremely hard 
to find savings and efficiency 
schemes again this year. 

“They have found savings 
of more than £6m, but this is 
not enough to close the gap 
between our increased costs 
and the money we are paid. 

“It is clear that we cannot 
do more to close this gap 
without having an impact on 


the quality of patient care.” 

When Deputy Prime Minis¬ 
ter Nick Clegg visited the 
hospital in January, Ms 
Grimes admitted some of her 
departments were “signifi¬ 
cantly under-funded”. 

That includes the materni¬ 
ty department, where Mr 
Clegg’s third son, and both 
parliamentary candidate Ed¬ 
ward Davey’s children, were 
born. 

When Mr Clegg visited the 
hospital before the last gener¬ 
al election, he said: “I’m 
going to use any power and 
influence to do anything I can 
to help the NHS and do any¬ 
thing that stops anything 
that would threaten this ma¬ 
ternity ward.” 

When David Cameron visit¬ 
ed the hospital during the 
2010 campaign he promised 
that “Kingston has a safe fu¬ 
ture under a Conservative 
Government”. 

Clare Keogh, Green candi¬ 
date for Kingston and

Surbiton, said: “We are not 
only affected by Kingston 
Hospital’s deficit, but cuts to 
other nearby services - for 
example mental health wards 
in Roehampton - have a 
knock-on effect on our ser¬ 
vices here too.” 

Conservative candidate 
James Berry said: “If elected 
in May, we will invest an 


extra £8bn in the NHS. 

“A strong NHS needs a 
strong economy and only the 
Conservatives have a credible 
long-term economic plan.” 

Labour hopeful Lee God¬ 
frey said: “Kingston Hospital 
will run into deficit due to the 
coalition’s extreme austerity 
agenda. 

“If elected, I will work 
closely with Kate Grimes, 
fighting to ensure Kingston 
Hospital has the funding it 
needs.” 

Mr Davey said: “I’ve been 
alarmed to learn that NHS 
England is forcing local com¬ 
missioners to give back a 
huge local surplus of around 
£9m this year. These are 
crazy rules penalising our 
local NHS. 

“Kingston Hospital must 
get the cash it needs to deliv¬ 
er its highly rated health ser¬ 
vices for local people. That 
cash would be delivered by 
Liberal Democrat plans for 
increased NHS spending.”

A police spokesman said no one was 
injured and that no hazardous materials 
were involved. 

The fire, which affected half of the

Tesco has submitted new plans 
for Tolworth that would see 
more than 700 homes built on 
former Government land that 
has lain disused for more than a 
decade. 

The homes tally has been low¬ 
ered to 705 from the supermarket 
giant’s original 805-home propos¬ 
al - and the retail chain has also 
promised a doctor’s surgery and 
nursery onsite. 

Tesco has been forced to with¬ 
draw a series of redevelopment 
plans for Tolworth over the 
years, after residents and politi¬ 
cians refused to accept a new su¬ 
perstore just off the roundabout. 

Its latest scheme, called King 
George’s Gate, would also in¬ 
clude a 262sq m convenience 
store plus cafe, leisure facilities, 
money to expand nearby 
Knollmead Primary School, ex¬ 
tension of the 281 bus route and 
a new interchange at Tolworth 
station, as well as the widening 
of Hook Rise South and 350 park¬ 
ing spaces. 


One of the most controversial 
aspects of the initial proposal, 
revealed to residents at consulta¬ 
tion meetings last October, was a 
23-storey block of flats - now re¬ 
duced to 18 storeys, at a height of 
55m. 

The homes will range in size 
from one to four bedrooms. 

A spokesman for Tesco’s plan¬ 
ning consultants, Spenhill, said: 
“We believe these proposals will 
create a highly desirable place to 
live, provide a new neighbour¬ 
hood of which Tolworth can be 
proud and make a vital contribu¬ 
tion to meeting the royal bor¬ 
ough’s growing housing need. 

“We received valuable feedback 
on the proposals and a consider¬ 
able amount of work has been 
undertaken to incorporate these 
comments into the scheme.” 

Kingston Council policy states 
half of the homes in any large 
residential development should 
be affordable. 

Documents submitted by Tesco 
said all the buildings in the plans 
would be built to the same 
standard. 

The firm added: “The convic¬ 
tion is that tenure blind 
design helps social integration 


without affecting property 
prices. 

“The exact amount of afford¬ 
able housing in the outline 
element will be subject to a fi¬ 
nancial viability appraisal.” 

Subject to approval, construc¬ 
tion is expected to begin in mid- 
2016 and run over six years. 

Former Tolworth and Hook 
Rise Councillor Vicki Harris 
said: “I still think it looks horri¬ 
ble. We will just end up looking 
like inner London and that’s not 
what Tolworth is all about. 

“Yes, they have brought it 
down a few storeys, but that is 
still totally alien in that 
location.” 

Ms Harris said she was con¬ 
cerned about the “cumulative 
impact” of the potential 705 new 
homes alongside the redevelop¬ 
ment of Tolworth Tower. 

She added: “The roads just 
won’t cope.” 

Anil Jasani, who runs the 
Broadway Bar, said: “It should 
boost trade for the small busi¬ 
nesses, and should bring more 
people here. 

“With the extra housing, if peo¬ 
ple come to this area, it’s going to 
put Tolworth on the map.”

Concern as elderly 
forced out of home

Elderly residents will be forced to 
leave their home as one of the 
boroughs two remaining council- 
run care homes closes later this 
year. 

Hobkirk House in New Malden 
is expected to close on July 31. 

The home had been earmarked 
for closure in 2011 when the then 
Liberal Democrat-run council 
decided to stop expanding its ex¬ 
isting homes and help residents 
live independently or in private 
care homes. 

Emotional testimonies, from 
relatives of elderly people at the 
home speaking at the residents, 
health and care services commit¬ 
tee, failed to convince councillors 
to keep the care home open last 
week. 

Liz Brown said: “My mother is 
nearly 95 and lives in Hobkirk 
House. She regards Hobkirk 
House and the staff as her home. 
She likes the staff, especially 
some of the careers who treat her 
like family. 

“If she is moved, however sen¬ 
sitively, it will be very difficult 
for her to adapt.”

Hobkirk House houses six 
permanent residents with about 
another 24 taking beds on a non¬ 
permanent basis. 

Councillor Julie Pickering, lead 
member for health and social 
care, said: “It is a sensitive and 
hard decision to make. 

“We need to work with the resi¬ 
dents and their families to decide 
what is best for them. 

“Whatever happens I envision a 
‘Hobkirk House Two’ that will 
still cater for elderly people’s 
needs, but in a more efficient 
way.” 

Points were also raised about 
the lack of public consultation 
over the closure. 


Former Conservative Councillor 
Lynne Finnerty said: “I came to 
the November committee and on 
the agenda it stated contact would 
be made with stakeholders. 

She added: “It was said it was 
very important to directly en¬ 
gage with residents and families 
and local people. 

“I don’t know that there has 
been any consultation with local 
people at all.” 

Coun Pickering replied that 
stakeholders referred to the peo¬ 
ple who worked at the home or 
had family members living there. 

She also suggested that no pub¬ 
lic consultation had been 
planned on the closure of the 
home itself. 

Kingston’s remaining council- 
run care home, Murray House, 
will also face possible closure at a 
later date. 

The Murray House closure is 
expected to be a more complicat¬ 
ed process as the building also 
houses the Milaap Centre, a mul¬ 
ticultural club for older people 
from ethnic backgrounds. 

Its closure could see the social 
club forced out after 10 years at 
the site.

An irreversible disaster if this tower goes ahead 


The article in the Kingston 
Guardian (‘Don’t upset people in 
power’, March 12) was very 
disappointing. 

It is sad that the heartfelt objec¬ 
tions to the proposed tower block 
on the old post office site have de¬ 
teriorated into a political slang¬ 
ing match, with unnecessary and 
unproductive abuse.

W ithin the art world there is a 
growing focus on the people 
behind the pieces, the 
collectors and their stories.

Research released earlier this 
month by Home.co.uk, related to 
OTM's share of the property portal 
market, showed that it had made 
significant inroads into Zoopla's 
market share while leaving Right- 
move relatively untouched. 

Home.co.uk's research suggests 
that the move by the vast majority 
of OTM members to market prop¬ 
erties with Rightmove as their one 
other portal is working to their ad¬ 
vantage. The statistics support 
their choice too, as the average 
time on the market for Rightmove 
members' properties is an impres¬ 
sive 74 days less than among non¬ 
members.

Steve Backshall is one of TV's best 
known wildlife presenters, writes 
Matt Westcott. 

The man behind the hit show

Here, he answers our questions: 
What was your first car? My first 
car was an old-fashioned Mini.

be Alfred Russell Wallace the ex¬ 
plorer naturalist, Konrad Lorentz, 
the animal behaviourist, and Jared 
Diamond the evolutionary biolo¬ 
gist. I'd just start a very long jour¬ 
ney with an inflammatory open 
question - 'so obviously evolution 
has been inevitably working to¬ 
wards a complex organism like us 
human beings', sit back and listen! 

What is your dream car? I've 
never been in to cars. I just want 
something I can whack the bike 
and tent in the back of, with a 
kayak on the roofrack, and trundle 
off on an adventure - without it 
breaking down. I was in my mid-30s 
before I spent over £500 on a car. 

How would you describe your 
driving style? People are always 
gobsmacked. My lifestyle of mak¬ 
ing first ascents of mountains, 
catching crocodiles and freediving 
alongside great white sharks 
seems so risky, they assume I'll be 
a loon behind the wheel. Actually I 
drive like an 80-year-old woman. 

Tell me one driving anecdote 
from your past? I was driving down 


a country lane late at night and 
came round a corner to suddenly 
hit a humpback bridge. The car 
took off like something out of 
Starsky and Hutch. When it 
landed I smashed up the 
front axle and nearly 
ploughed me into 
a hedge. Turned out 
a tree branch had 
grown over the 'beware 
humpback bridge' sign.

The 
Agila's faults are few, as well as 
being cheap to fix. 

At the opposite end of the scale 



is Audi's RS6, with a frightening 
score of 1123. It was most likely 
to suffer costly axle or suspension 
damage, according to Warranty 
Direct's data. 

However, while the aftermarket 
warranty firm calls the small Vaux¬ 
hall 'British', it is technically a re- 
badged Opel built in Hungary, 

which in turn is the fruit 
of a platform-shar¬ 
ing enterprise 
with Japanese 
firm Suzuki.

Direct manag¬ 
ing director, 
David Gerrans, 
said: "It's good 
see a British 
manufacturer at 
the top of the table, 
especially at a time when Britain's 
automotive industry is flying high. 

"Our data also highlights that 
Swedish, Czech, Spanish and 
French carmakers are all more 
reliable than their often 
celebrated German counterparts, 
which will surprise some 
consumers."
